The language finally adopted Is 
as toothless osa newborn babe. 

The senators opposed to racial-balance busing 
never could muster enough voles lo strike 
■ dlrcctiy at the source of the evil: The so urce Is "^'^ 
"the federal Judiciary,~o'r7t6~plirit''aown more 
precisely, the source is the U.S. Supreme Court, 
distorting the Fourteenth Amendment of the 
^Constitution. 

- Given a tew more voles in opposition to this 
pernicious practice, Son. Jesse Helms of North 
Carolina might have made an assault that would 
have stopped racial-balance busing ih Its tracks. 
The Supreme Court exercises . its appellate 
— Jurtsdictton-"'both-as-to-lawand-factrwith'such — 
— cxccptlonsrand-under-sueh-regulallons-aB the - 
Congress shall make." In the view of many legal 
scholars',^ the Congress — if ll'cvcr got. up U)6 
nerve — could carve out excepUooa and 
regulations as lo busing that not even Justices 
Douglas, Brcnnan and Marshall could Ignore.' 

Perhaps the time will come when outraged 
parents, block and white, North and South, will 
complain so bitterly that the Senate will work up 
the fortiludp to tackle the courts, head-on. The 
time Is not yet. What wc have now (assuming 
the House goes along) Is a mere amendment to 
an appropriations bill, saying that the Depart- ' 
mcnlof llcalth. Educatlonand Welfare may not 
'use Its funds "so as to require the transportation 
of students for reasons of race unless luch 
transportation is specifically required by a final 
decree of a court of low." 

Any.bush-leaguc bureaucrat with 10 days' on- 
the-job training could find ways to circumvent 
thol lunguuge. It coulil be said, for example, 
that crusilown busing was not demanded "for 

reasons of race," but for reasons of quality 
education. It could be said that such busing was 
not required "for reasons of race," but simply to 
enforce, the Constltul^lon and the Civil Ri^ts 
-AcL-To the professioaol-tealots of HEW, the 
adopted language Is scarcely an Interesting 
chollengc.

In this way. we can look ahead and ylcw all 
possibilities of dcvelopment'ond preservation." 

The study team samples and records 
chemical and blolafiieal conditions of the river 
and Its tributaries using the department's 
moljlie laboratory and assistance from the 
department ol tish and game. The field data will 
then be used In a computer program lo Emulate 



"This computer program (or the Siioke River, 
will be similar to {hut already developed over a 
(ivc-year period lor the Do isp. River," according 
toiludy ttam mimbcr KeilfiT. Anderson-. "The 
computer program simulates Inlormatton on 24 
biological and chemical conditions of the river, 
•and will becooic a workable tool for water— 
resource planning."
